important social needs today are a

Old age 


pensions and other forms of charita- 
ble compensation are to'be commend- 
ed in lieu of a practical alternative, 
but in principle they are wrong and 
contrary to the purposes of democ- 
racy. What we want is an organized 
plan that will direct working people 
toward Independence. No system can 
claim complete success that does not 
Contemplate the financial independ- 
ence ol every employee, according to 
his ability to earn.
